The City of Savannah, which sailed from 
Boston Thursday, is fifty hours overdue 
and no tidings from her, whatever, have 
been received. The Savannah is one of 
the oldest boats on the line, and thoseazho 
know of her condition sai® today that if 
she did not come in on tonight’s tide she 
would not come at all. So far her signal 
whistle has not been heard, and she is given 
yp as disabled or lost.

day repairing breaks and endeavoring to re- 
establish communication. 

The Savannah, Florida and Western spirits 
shed suffered very little damage, though 
covered by water during the storm. The 
rosin wharf also came out remarkably well. 
There were over 100,@@0 barre!s of rosin on 
the wharves and hardly any was Jost. 

The barrels were piled upon top of each 
other promiscuously, where they had been 
left by the flood, but there was little loss. 

Tybee Washed Clean. 

Had Tybee island been washed away the 
demolition and destruction could not have 
been much worse than it is. Houses were 
blown down, burned, washed away and other- 
wise demolished. The railroad track was 
blown from the ground and parts of it stood 
up along the line like a fence. Rails were 
twisted, spikes were puiled from the cross- 
ties, and the Tybee train, which stood like a 
monument to tell the story of the demolished 
road, could be moved neither forward or 
backward on account of washouts both in 
front and behind. 

The railroad track was a complete wreck, 
part ofit being blown several hundred feet 
from ‘where it was lying over into the 
woods. To get that train up from Tybee an 
entireiy new track will have to be built over 
aimost the entire distance. Washouts are 
not a circumstance tto the wretched condition 
into which the tracks were twisted by the 
winds, as if they were wisps of straw.  Lit- 
t.e is Known of the condition of the track this 
side of Lazaretto creek, but if it is as bad 
as it is ou the island, the work of building 
the Tybee railroad will have to be done over 
again. The ‘water on the point at Tybee 
caine up to the height of three or four feet, 
and dashed against all the buildings with 
sufficient force to have carried any of them 
down before -it. 

Buildings Demolished.

The only in- 
habitants he saw were a few negroes, who 
were paddiing around at random in bateaux. 
A number of drowned cows and goats floated 
in the creek, and a few cows on the banks 
were the only signs of life he saw on the 
island.

River men and others say that the ful] list 
of those who were lost in the storm will 
never be known except by the missing of 
‘those who fail to return. Very littie could 
be done with the telegraph wires last night, 
as it seems they were torn down everywhere 
over the entire radius of the storm. 

Gradot, Schwarz, Fender and Robider are 
all weli known men here. 

Most of the Western Union wires go out by 
way of the Central road and between here 
and the Charleston and Savannah junction 
about fifty poles were blown down. The 
work of repairing*them was begun yesterday, 
but it was impd8sible to locate at once al] 
the breaks, so Savannah remained for sonie 
hours entirely cut off fom confinunication 
with the outside world, except by rail, 

Yesterday afternoon, however, the company 
managed to get a wire to Jacksonvillé. This 
was the only wire to dutside points at any 
distance that could be used at all and up to 
a late hour last night that one wire was 
kept hot carrying out messages of the de- 
struction in Savannah and bringing them in 
from other points. 

The following wrecks are reported: 

Fifteen Wrecks. 


Fifteen vessels on the harbor and off Ty- 
bee were wrecked or badly damaged. More 
than that number of smaller crafts are 
missing and are believed to have been lost. 
The schooner Lelia Smith, reported ashore, 
lies high up on TyOee-tmuxcd, just west of the 
wharf. She @raggt@ through the wharh the 
pilings of which “Made several holes in her. 

Six unknowt vessels are reported astore 
on Tybee beach from the outside. The offier 
disasters which occtrred to the shipping 
between quarantine station and Tybee roads 
are: 

The Norwegian bark Harold, which 1s ly- 
ing on Tybee beach. The Norwegian bark 
Linden is at quarantine station, high af@ dry 
in the marsh with her foremast gone. 

The Norwegian bark Elma is also up # the 
marsh at QUarantine. The Norwegian ‘fark 
Loyal 1s in the marsn near the quarantiné 
station with afi of her“Inasts gone. 

The PortugueSe bark Audacia is high and 
dry, and is considered to be a total wreck. 

The bark Mexico, which was lying at 
upper quarantine wharves, is now in between 
the lateral row of pilings of the wharf. 
How she got there 1s a wonder; apparently 
she must have been lifted Over the outside 
pilings. 

The British barkentine Genesta is high and 
dry on McQueen’s island, just abreast of 
Venus pont. She ts apparently in good shape; 
with everything standing. 

The only vessel that rode safely to her 
anchors during the storm was the bark 
Cosmos, and her masts are all standirg. 
Two of P. Sanford Ross’s dredges, Nos. fi 
and 7. are on McQueen’s island, about half 
way between St. Augustine creek and Laz- 
aretto creek. The Tybee railroad embank- 
mepts kept them from a longer voyage in- 
land. The dredge ‘“famachichi” 1s over in 
the marsh, high and dry, having been blown 
from Venus point Across Long island. 

‘The bark Ormus was vlown from her dock 
across the river 0 the Savannah side and 
afterwards was blown over the river again 
and is now high and dry on a shoal opposite

The three-masted schooner Beatrice McLean, 
of St. Johns, N. B., recently ordered to Sa- 
pelo by the quarantine authorities of Savan- 
nah, had put into St. Oatherines for a har- 
bor, and was drawn high up in the woods. 
on the west side or St. Katherines island. 
Her crew are stil on board. Other vessels 
ashore are the schooner Loretto, on St. Cath- 
erine’s island, and the schoeners Mary and 
Maid of the Mist, near Florida passage. The 
last two were supplied by the cutter with 
fresh water. No. loss of life was reported. 
The Norwegian steamship Banaan was picked 
up deserted off Tybee tonight. She was 
loaded with fruit and was brought up to 
quarantine. 

Tne lerge, three-story acid chamber of 
phe Savannah guano company’s works, 
ect iong by 60 feet wide, was leveled to the 
ground. All the rest of the buildings were 
untoucheé. A peculiar feature of the loss 
is that the acid building was considered the 
strongest and best of their buildings. 

Ksetimate of the Loss. 

Considerable anxiety is felt for Dr. William 
Drican and ©. A. L. Cunningham. They 
were on a fishing trip and it is belleved were 
at Wolf island. 

It is difficult to give an estimate of the 
damage done by the storm. The following 
is a rough estimate: 

To buildings, $100,000; vessels wrecked, 
$150,000; damage to the railroads leading out 
of the city, $100,000; damage to the rice crop, 
$200,000. The interior tributary to Savannah 
is damaged probably to the amount of $1,000,- 
000 or more, as the cotton crop over a wide 
territory has suffered severely and in many 
turpentine districts at least one-fourth of the 
trees are destroyed. 


RUIN AT CHARLESTON. 


The Wharves Destroyed, and the Churches 
Unroofed—On Sullivan’s Island. 

Charleston, via Columbia, Ss. Js 
August 29.—(Special.)}—Unfortunate Charles- 
ton is again the victim of the 
elements. When her péople rose yesterday 
morning the sight that met their gaze was 
strikingly famailiar. A city almost in ruins, 
the streets and thoroughfares strewn with 
the debris from the roofs of stores and dwell- 
ings. the roadways bocked up by hundreds of 
giant trees uprooted from the earth, tha 
sidewalks strewn with crumbling brick and 
mortar, the courts and alleys and Dypaths 
under water, a magnficent water front with 
its costly docks where the fleet of a continent 
could be berthed, piled with wreckage, some 
of its churches unroofed and almost every 
residence in the city more or less injured. 
Water and wind had played havoc in the 
old city by the sea ‘had fIaid waste some of 
its pleasantest plhices and desolation saddened 
all her green. 

A Plaything of Fate. 

The city rose from its ashes at the end o. 
the late war of secession, it battled with 
the plague for years and finally conquered 
it: it emerged from the wreck of the great 
eyclone of 1874 and feom the still more dis- 
astrous one of 1885 and by the indomitable 
will and unflinching courage and energy of its 
sons, aided by the practical sympathy en- 
gendered in the bonds of the brotherhood o1 
mun, it rose literally from the crumbling 
ruins which the tremendous seismic catastro- 
phe of 1886 caused. Despite these continuing 
disaster her people did not succumb. Sur- 
rounded by the wreck of matter, the earth- 
quake and cyclon2 city is almost on her feet 


again. 


Cut Off from the World. 

It was a unique and touching sight that was 
presented in the streets of Charleston yester- 
day. Here was a community of sixty-fiv: 
thousand people, standing absolutely alone and 
apart from all the world. All the modern 
means of commupication with the outside 
world were cut off, the streets were strewn 
with electrie wires and telegraph poles, the 
telephone was dumb, the magic 
tickers of the telegraph silent, many 
of them with wives, parents, sweethearts, 
friends hundreds of miles away from their 
ruined homes, the awful destruction of mil- 
lions of dollars of property staring them in 
the face. 

In the face of all these appalling aggrega- 
tions of what might be termed “‘facers’’ these 
men, without pausing to bewail their ®oss, 
put their shoulders to the wheel and then 
and there began the work of clearing away 
the wreck. 

A Night of Horror. 

Charleston's experience Sunday night was 
worse than the memorable cyclone of 1885. 
It was an awful night. The howling of the 
tempest, the rattling of windows in their 
frames as though they would be forced in- 
ward at any moment, the trembling of the 
houses. even the strongest,.the roar of the 
chimneys, the black darkness of the swelling 
tide along the harbor front, the floods of 
driving rain, the ceaseless rattle of falling 
slates from the roofs, the dread of what might 
come -with the next stray biast or the next 
surge of the waves, made up a combination of 
alarming incidents and features that no one 
would care to undergo again. 

Six Lives Lost. 

The loss of life has been remarkably slight, 
considering the fearful ravage which was 
done to propefty in every quarter of the city. 
‘he total death roll numbers six persoms, three 
of whom met death in the city and three on 
Sullivan’s island. Sunday afternoon Mary 
Barnwell, colored, was killed while in a wood- 
en house. The tornado struck the place 
which was wrecked in an instant, badly injur- 
ing sevra) others.

The Battery Washed. 


Charleston’s beautiful Battery, the admira- 
tion of strangers and the pride of every son 
of Charleston. presented a scene of desola- 
tion. The terrible flood of waters which had 
dashed their angry waves over the ramparts 
throughout the preceding night had done their 
work effectually, and the receding torrent, 
when it swept back to the sea, carried with 
it the glory of the handsomest water front 
that ever graced a city. in the wake of the 
rushing waters were left shattered and dis- 
mantled walls, prostrate trees and shrubbery 
and hideous masses of wreckage and debris. 

White Point garden had been swept from the 
angle of the sea wall to the foot of King 
street. Several of the liveoaks and nearly 
every one of the graceful umbrella trees 
measured their length upon the ground. 

On South Battery several breaches were 
made, one of them being twenty feet in 
length. The shell walk was destroyed. 

Seventy Churches Damaged. 


The churches of Charleston of which there 
are upwards of seventy, all suffered more or 
less damage from the cyclone. The most 
serious mishap among the churches was the 
almost t@tal wrecking of Mount 
Zion African Methodist Episcopal 
church in Globe street. The entire roof 
is crushed in and both north and south walls 
cut in two as if broken open by an earth- 
quake. There was no insurance on either 
church or the organ and the loss to 
the congregation will consequentiy aggregate 
about $35,000. It is not known definitely 
whether the congregation will rebuild Mount 
Zion, but it is aitegether probable, as it 
has a large membership, and-its members are 
mostly colored people who are camparatively 
well to do. : 

The next most serious disaster occurred at 
the Second Presbyterian church. 

The building is almost entirely unroofed; 
the north portion of the roof has heen en 
tirely carried away, leaving the rafters ex- 
posed. The damage to this church will prob- 
ably foot up $5,000. 

The Scotch church (Presbyterian) at the 
corner of Tradd and Meeting streets, is 
probably not very seriousiy damaged, the 
amount being about $500.

HOW IT WAS DONE. 


The Vote on the Wilson Bill Yesterday 
in the House Analyzed. 


WHERE HR SOUTHERNERS STOOD 


Senator Gordon Speaks in Favor of 
Unconditional Repeal. 


HE WAS COUNTED THE OTHER WAY

Gongress Will Proceed with the Tariff 
and Other Legislation as in Regular 
Session, and Not Come Home.

‘Washington, August 29.—(Special.)— 

Yesterday proved a waterloo for free coin- 
ize. It was voted down in the house by 
More than 100 majority. Even the anti- 
gilver men never dreamed of such an over- 
Whelming victory. lt was as surprising to 
them as to Mr. Bland and his free coinage 
followers. To the amazement of every one 
a majority of the democrats voted against 
free coinage at the 16 to 1 ratio. The 
majority was small, but nevertheless, it was 
& majority. Whether or not it was a re- 
pudiation of the declaration of the demo- 
ocratic platform remains to be seen. That 
will be demonstrated by future legislation. 
As it was yeterday, a majority of democrats 
voted against every amendment providing 
for free coinage at whatever ratio. At 
the 16 to 1 ratio there was a majority of 
16 against it, counting only democrats. 
Had the republicans been without a vote 
it would have been defeated, and on even 
the 20 to 1 ratio there was a majority of 
13 democrats against it. 

The Bland-Allison law amendment, how- 
ever, showed a democratic majority of 7, 
while the final vote on repeal showed 63 
majority of democrats for the Allison bill. 

Of course the galleries were packed and 
the hall was filled when the house met at 
noon today. Though every one knew that 
the unconditional repeal bill would pass,still 
the interest manifested in this decisive day 
of the fight in the house was _ intense. 
Members who had been ill left their 
beds to vote on this question, and every 
member of the house who found it possi- 
ble to be present, was present and voted. 
There were but five absentees. Kverr 
oter member of the house was recorded ix 
one or more of the votes, and it was the 
largest vote the house has ever polled since 
the day of its organization more than 100 
years ago. 

How the Parties Voted. 

The first vote was on free coinage at 
the ratio of 16 to 1. It was defeated by a 
vote of 124 ayes to 227 nays. An analysis 
of the vote shows that the. free coinage 
vote was made up of 100 democrats and 
thirteen republicans and eleven populits. 
fhe negative vote was tmdé up “oF 116 
democrats. and 111 republicans. Thus the 
democrats gave a majority of 16 in their 
own ranks against free coinage and in 
support of the president’s policy. 

On this vote all the Georgians voted aye 
except Messrs. Cabaniss, Russel] and Tur- 
ner. Mr. Russell, however, voted for all 
the other amendments. He Says he does 
not believe that parity can be maintained 
between gold and silver at a ratio of 16 
to 1. Mr. Turner voted against al] the free 
coinage amendments except the 20 to 1 
ratio. He even voted against the Bland- 
Allison law. Mr. Cabaniss voted against 
all the amendments. 

The vote on the 17 to 1 ratio was de- 
feated by 100 yeas to 241 nays. Hight of 
the silver men who had voted on the first 
call did not respond to the second. The 
populists voted against this amendment, 
with the exception of Messrs. Bell and 
Davis, who supported it. The other changes 
were the result of the rejection by the sil- 
ver advocates of any propositior for free 
coinage at another ratio than the present. 

Mr. Bryan, of Nebraska,- voted against 
the 17 to 1 ratio. On the next vote on the 
ratio of 18 to 1 the result was 102 yeas to 
240 nays. The changes were simply the 
result of the passage of members in and 
out of the house. It was the same with re- 
gard to the vote on 19 to 1, which resulted 
in 105 yeas to 238 nays. 

Ratio Men. 

On free coinage, at the ratio of 20 to 1, 
the vote stood 119 nays to 223 yeas. The 
following gentlemen who had voted against 
free coinage on the previous calls, changed 
on this vote and supported free coinage at 
20 to 1: Messrs, Alferson, Crain. Doo- 
little, Ellis of Oregon, Hermann, Hines, 
Hilbern, Hopkins of Pennsylvania, Kirt, 
Linton, Mallory, Marsh, Meiklejohn, Oates, 
Paschal, Price, Tucker, Toomer, Weadock 
and White. There was a democratic ma- 
jority of thirteen against the 20 to 1 ratio. 
Several democrats who voted for the 16 to 
1 ratio refused to vote for a higher ratio. 

The next vote was on the Bland-Allison 
law amendment. That was defeated by, 
136 to 212, or a majority against it of 
78. This was the highest vote the silver 
men polled, and on it, as between demo- 
crats, there was a majority of 7. Mr. Tur- 
ner, of Georgia, was the only democrat 
who had voted for any one of the other 
amendments who voted against this. He 
and Mr. Cabaniss were the only two Geor- 
gians who voted against it. Oy the 
passage of the Wilson bill, the vote 
stood 240 ayes to 110 nays, or a majority 
of 130. Many democrats who had voted 
for one or all of the free coinage amend- 
ments voted for this on the ground that be- 
cause they could not get all they wanted 
was no reason why they should not take 
what they could get. As between demo- 
crats the vote. stood: For the bill, 139; 
against the bill, 76, or 63 majority as be- 
tween democrats. On this vote Messrs. 
Black, Cabaniss, Turner, Lawson, Lester 
and Russell voted aye. Messrs. Livingston, 
Moses, Maddox and Tate voted nay. On 
the 16 to 1 ratio the vote was divided as 
follows: Yeas—100 democrats, 13 repub- 
licans, 11 populists; total, 224. Nays—116 
democrats, 111 republicans; total, 227.

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A Surprise to AIL. 

The most surprising vote of the day was 
thé tremendous majority against free coin- 
age at sixteen to one. It was as much a 
surprise to the administration leaders as 
to their opponents. - They had not counted 
on more than 40 majority. A round hun- 
dred was more than they had ventured to 
hope. The break in the southern delega- 
tion was ‘the most striking cause of the 
change. Texas cast three votes against 
free coinage, Arkansas one, Alabama two, 
and Georgia three. On this 
ratio West Virginia three, Ten- 
nessee four and Kentucky seven. 
Of the two from Alabama, Colonel Aates 
was one. He came in from his siek bed 
to vote against free coinage, and for re- 
peal. The passage of the repeal bill 
through the house by euch a. tremendous 
majority is expected to act like a tidal 
wave flowing upon the senate. The most 
enthusiastic free coinage men could hardly 
now persist in -any plan to prevent action 
on repeal without, substitute  legisla- 
tion favorable to silver, provided a majority 
proves to be for unconditional repeal, and 
that is no longer a doubtful question. The 
senate undoubtedly stands for repeal, 
and I have it upon authority of the leading 
members of that body that it will act with- 
in less than three weeks. 

Silver Ruled Out. 

Thus it may be put down that silver is 
ruled out for the present. There may be 
legislation later favorable to silver, but 
that is in the dim and distant future. The 
administration has demonstrated that it 
has a strong hand upon the congressional 
rudder, and is going to steer the ship of 
legislation to suit itself. It wants but two 
financial measures adopted, @ud the jndi- 
cations are that it will put these two 
through and nothing else. Certainly noth- 
ing else before late in the winter, after its 
measures have been tried. These two are 
the repeal of the Sherman law and the bill 
allowing national banks to issue currency 

Battie of the Giants. 

The house had the new rules- under con- 
sideration today.

Every member of the house on 
both sides naturally exhibited the most in- 
tense interest. 

The ex-speaker had attacked the new 
rules all along the line and suggested his 
of the fifty-first congress as the true rules 
for the house to adopt. 

Then Speaker Crisp entered the arena. 
He spoke from the old seat he occupied 


., when an ordinary member of the house. 


He explained and defended the new rules, 
and then proceeded to show their superi- 
ority over the Reed rules. He compared 
the results of the fifty-first congress, under 
the Reed rules, with the results of the 
fifty-second with practically the rules he 
now presented. The country had repu- 
diated Reed’s; it had endorsed these.

He Had Been Well-to-Do, but Was

New Orleans, La., August 29.—Tonight Na 
than Fredlander killed his wife and thet 
committed suicide, at his home on Constance 
Street. Fredlander was formerly a man of 
eubstantial standing, was the son of a prom- 
inent commlission merchant and _ sugar 
pianter, and at the death of his father em- 
barked in business with his brother. They 
ran through with their funds recklessly, 
speculated heavily, and failed for a large 
sum. Five years-ago he married Miss Fried- 
man, daughter of Judge Friedman. a leading 
country lawyer. He has lately been perse- 
cuting his wife, and her declaration that she 
had prepared to secure a divorce appears tc 
have been the cause of the terrible act of 
tonight. While his wife was lying on @ 
bed in a rear room of her cottage home, 
tending the three-year-old boy baby, and 
talking to her sisters, Fredlander entered 
the apartment from the back room, drew his 
pistol an® stot down the helpless woman 
on the bed. One bullet went through her 
heart and another painfully wounded the 
baby in her arms. Assuring himself of the 
completeness of ts work, Fredlander placed 
th® pistol to his mouth and fired a bal 
through his own brain. 


CRISP SCORES REED 


About the Gentleman from Maine’s Conduc 
When Speaker. 


Washington, August 29.—There was a great 
faiiing off in the attendance of both members 
and audieuce this morning, and the house Te- 
sumed its routine appearance. There were 
several corrections made to the journal this 
morning consequent upon the numerous roll 
cails of yesterday. 

Mr. Reed twitted the democrats upon their 
partiai approval of the rules of the fifty-first 
congress, but, in a humorous vein, contended 
that they had not gone far enough. He then, 
in a more serious manner, argued in favor of 
the rights of the majority, which rights had 
been firmly maintained in the fifty-first con- 
gress. Now, the house was in the habit of 
dodging measures instead of meeting them. 
He criticised the provision of the ruies which, 
he eclaimed, vested the committee on rules 
with the authority which should be vested in 
the speaker. Why not adopt a system of 
rules ‘which would give to the majority con- 
trol and take away from the filibusterer hie 
opportunity to stop the consideration of a 
measure? It was better to have a speaker 
exercis power in the light of public opinioa 
than to exercise it im the seclusiow of the 
committee room. 

Keplies to Reed. 

Then for the first time ‘this session the 
speaker took the floor, having called Mr. Rich- 
ardson, of Tennessee,’ to the chair, and re- 
piied to the criticisms of the gentleman from 
Maine. He said there were provisions in 
this code which were taken substantially from 
the ruies of the fifty-first congress. Neither 
himself nor any member of the committee on 
ruies would refrain from reporting rules sim- 
ply because they*were part of the rufes of 
the fifty-first congress. Very much of those 
rules was to be commended; very much of 
those rules had been by the country absolutely 
conedmued. 

The gentleman from Maine, when he stood 
up before the country and spoke of the rules 
of the fifty-first congress, failed to speak 
of the practices adopted before the rules were 
adopted, which were so odious to the country. 
(Appiause.) The first action in the fifty-first 
congress, which was odious to the country, 
was not an action under a fule, but it was 
the arbitrary, high-handed action on the 
pant of the speaker without authority of any 
one. (Applause.) Wher the charges were 
made aguinst the fifty-first congress, jet no 
one forget that the first charge was that 
without authority of the house, without the 
authority of the committee on rules, the speak- 
er had exercised a power that had never 
been granted to him. (Applause.) He bad 
assumed upon himself the power to count a 
quorum, The question had gone to the su- 
preme court of the United States and the 
gentieman from Maine had never been justi- 
fied. He had heard the gentieman from 
Maine several times say that the supreme 
court had justified his course. 

He Corrected Thomas’ 

The supreme court had not touched the 
question. The supreme court had said that 
the house had a right to make its rules for 
its own government, and make its own pro- 
visions for the ascertainment of the presence 
of a quorum, but it had never said that the 
speaker should make the rules. (Applause.) 

He (Mr. Crisp) preferred the approval of 
the peopie that he represented to the ap- 
prova! of a man who believed that he had 
the right to exercise all power and claimed, 
forsooth, that in doing go he had permitted 
the majority to ru.e. The gentleman from 
Maine had stated by a recent assertion, that 
the fifty-irst congress should be regarded as 
an exampie that should be followed by all 
congresses. Against that proposition he (Mr. 
Crisp) desired to enter his protest. He feit, 
as the people of the country feit, that the 
tifty-first congress was an usurpation that 
ought to be repudiated, and, with the people, 
he repudiated it, here and pow. (Appiause.) 

Reed’s Regrets. 

Mr. Reed, in reply, said that it was an unw- 
suai thing for the presiding officer of this 
‘body to leave his exaited position and to par- 
take in the discussion on the floor. It was 
even a question whether he ought to do it at 
all. But of this action he made no ques- 
tion. The gentleman from Georgia (Mr. 
Crisp) alone was the judge of his action. If 
the genutieman did not believe that the other 
ameumsbers of the committee on rules were ad- 
equate for the discussion, it was for him to 
decide when his powerful aid should be 
thrown into the balance. He (Mr. Reed) 
regretted that the speaker had taken the 
floor, not oniy on general principies, but 
cause he bad introduced into tne debate a 
certain amount of ewe thereby show- 
ing that though the rest the house had 
survived the measures of the fifty-first con- 
gress, the speaker had not. To what had 
been said about him personally, he would 
not reply, for he would not allow this de- 
bate to degenerate into a personal question. 
(Republican applause.) 

The debate was continued b Messrs. 
Springer, Boatner and Hooker of Mississippi, 
who contended that the membership of the 
conmmittee om rules should be increased. Mr.

Emanuel, the new African Methodist Epis- 
copal church, in Calhoun street, just in 
progress of erection, was badly damaged. 
The Second Colored Presbyterian church, 
Calhoun street, is damaged to the amount 
of $500. The Westminster Presbyterian 
church is @=maged $500. St. Peter's, the 
colored Catholic chureh, in Wentworth 
street, will get off with about $100 worth of 
repairs. ; 

Trinlty Methodist Episcopal church, Hazell 
Street, has lost its entire roof; damage 
about $2,500. St. John’s English Lutheran 
church loses about $200. 

The Unitarian church was uninjured save 
in the smashing of several of the handsome 
Stained g.2ss windows. Loss about S200. 

The handsome new Unitarian parish home, 
just compieted and adjoining the church, was 
upinjured. 

The Spring street Methodist church is badly 
Gamaged in the roof. Loss about $2,000. 

some Did Escape. 

Among the churches which are apparently 
either uninjured or very s.ightly. injured, are 
the Holy Cpmmunion, St. Johannes’s German 
Lutheran, the Wentworth street Lutheran, 
the new cathedral, St. Patrick's, St. Mary's, 
and HKethlehem synagogue. ‘The new bridge 
over Ashley river is totally destroyed. The 
loss is about $60,000. 

Dragged Their Anchors, 

Three schooners were in collision with the 
bridge during the night, and the Maud S. was 
Completely wrecked. 

From Monday afternoon until tonight “the 
click of the telegraph instrument was nm 
heard in Charleston. The telegraph poles are 
down for half a mile at a stretch in a num- 
ber of places and near Branchville there are 
ten or fifteen miles of fallen telegraph poles 
and wires. The resetting of the line will be 
as tedious as building a new line. Armies of 
linemen are working tn all directions. The 
wreck on the river front in Charleston is al- 
Most complete. Aiong the wharves on Mon- 
day morning searcely anything but the tops 
of piles could be seen, while the adjacent 
streets were waist-deep in water. Every fence 
was flat on the ground. 

Litvge trees were broken off at the roots 
and their limbs sent whirling through the 
Stygian darkuess. Great piles of tin were 
heaped up in the streets and on the wharves 
and siate shingles went sailing up iuto the 
air. “The ferry wharf was a beautiful but 
appalling sight. The waves beat up beneath 
fountains of foam ten feet upwards. The 
6urging waves completely surrounded it and 
the mosquito fleet in the neighboring basin 
were completely under water. All the ves- 
sels had broken their moorings and played 
havoc in their wild career within the docks. 

An italian Rark Wrecked. 

The largest and most appalling wreck of all 
was the wreck of a huge Italian bark that 
had been anchored in the channel, a few 
hundred yards from the shore. She had 
been double anchored, but in spite of all of 
her moorings and attempts to save her the 
wild wind had blown her to the shore with 
not a rag up, landing her up against the 
wharf, with her Keel almost ont of water. 
Thus she lay against the wharf with the 
huge billows potinding her sides and bottom 
and the wind screaming through her broken 
rigging. The name of the bark could not 
be ascertained. 

Wharves Smashed. 

The Southern wharf is swept clean away. 
The South Commercial wharf is covered with 
wreckage, and is a deplorable sight. The 
pier at the North Commercial wharf was 
swept away. The large brick building of the 
Carolina Yacht Club is damaged slightly. A 
half-dozen yachts in this slip were wrecked 
and sunk. Vanderhorst’s wharf is a compleie 
wreck. Adger’s wharf is safe. North 
Adger’s lost its pier head. Brown's 
wharf, the landing of the Clyde 
line steamers, is one of the most disatrous 
wrecks on the water front. The heads of 
the piers are gone and every shed was down. 
A terrible litter of barrels, tim- 
bers and boxes covered everything. 
The Accommodation wharf had its entire 
front down. Union wharf suffered greatly. 
Broderick’s wharf was completely wrecked, 
and the dock filled with wreckage. Wilcox, 
Gibbs & Co.’s wharf and Merchants’ wharf 
were badly demolished. The Charleston Rice 
Milling Company's buidings and Bennett's mill 
are down. 

The greatest wreck of all is at Pregnall’s 
wharf and dry dock. The dock is broken in 
half and one-half is gone. The loss is $30,000. 
At Marshall’s wharf three barks were left on 
shore. The Cesanina, a bark of 650 tons, 
and the Maria, of about 450 tons, were in 
the same slip in one huge tangled wreck. 
The Cesanina arrived in Charleston, from 
Girgentia, Sicily, two weeks ago. The Maria 
came from Naples. The Cesanina is in a fair 
condition. The bark Agnes, of Barth, Ger- 
many, is damaged, but will be put in order 
again. Several schooners are ashore. Numer- 
ous small boats are nothing but fire wood. 

Hundreds of residences all over the city are 
badly damaged. Many buildings are unroofed. 
Many houses were partly submerged. All the 
parks and lakes are ruined. 

On Sullivan’s Island. 

On Sullivan’s island, seven miles from 
Charleston, where hundreds of merchants live 
with their families during the summer, and 
where a great many visitors from the north 
corgregate, was a night of terror. It “was 
a terrible picture—a house in ruins there, a 
structure about to break to pieces over the 
way, a stricken family without shelter, the 
streets filled with debris and cattle roaming 
about the streets without a herder. 

Sea captains were offered a huadred dol- 
lars to go to the island for tidings, until final. 
ly the captains of the Britannia and the Kate 
Cannon agreed to take the risk. The whole 
place was strewn with wreckage. A few 
hundred yards up the street were several 
large boats and alongside of them bedding. 
and next to them dead poultry aud ice boxes. 

125 Miles an Hour. 

During the night the wind blew 125 miles 
an hour. Mounds of sand that were twenty- 
Ave feet high are level. Water was every- 
where. By midnight the entire island was 
submerged, in some places the water being’ 
seven feet deep. Several storehouses are com- 
pletely, wrecked and the balance are badly in-: 
jured.

Secure in the Fort. 

Fort Moultrie was the haven of many of the 
Islanders, who rushed there seeking refuge. 
The fort was not damaged by the waves. 
The island:rs went through terrible expe- 
riences and several brave deeds are reeorded. 

In a number of cases it was a fight for 
life. The first train since Sunday night that 
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The Death-Dealing Storm Along the At- 
lantic Coast—The Dead Being Found. 

‘Augusta, Ga., August 29.—(Special.)— 
The cyclone on the Atlantic coast yester- 
day morning was more severe at Port 
Royal, S. C., than at either Charleston or 
Savannah, while the neighboring town Oo 
Beaufort was almost wiped away. 

The tida] wave struck Port Royal and 
the damage to property is nothing in com- 
parison to the loss of life. 

Over one hundred are known to_have 
been drowned and killed in Port Royal, 
Beaufort, Seabrook and on Helena island. 

Of the dead not more than two are white, 
the others being negro farm hands with 
families. 

The marine surgeon on Paris jsland lost 
his life. Three drummers all” unknown, 
were also drowned. The dead bodies are 
being uncovered every step or two. 

li were blown as far as 500 yards 
away up into the marshes and many were 
smashed into splinters and sunk. 

That entire section is cut off, the tele- 
graph wires being down and the railroads 
all washed away. ‘The Coosa —, “hte f 
xany’s plant was almost completely - 
ished Ba the loss is over $530,000. Many 
houses are under water and the wind tore 
off nearly every roof and blew down many 
homes. Both Beaufort and Port Royal 
are badly demolished. The government dry 
docks were swept away and several houses 
were lifted from their foundations and car- 
ried through the air into the water. The 
havoc of the storm cannot be pictured and 
the damage cannot be estimated. There is 
considerable destitution in consequence of 
the storm. Many families are homeless, 
and the scene presented in hunting for the 
dead is heartrending. 

So far about fifty dead bodies have been 
recovered and the search is still being pros- 
ecuted. The names of the dead are not 
yet obtainable, but the list will be pre- 
sented as fast as the dead are found. 


SEVERE IN NORTH CAROLINA

Corn Was hurt 
mainly by being blown down and much fuod- 
der damaged. Reports as to the extent of 
the damage to cotton conflict considerably. 
Cotton was blown down, lower bolls were 
opened and are sanded. There is some loss 
of squares and bolls by wind and rain all 
over the state. At some points the fall was 
nearly five inches in eighteen hours.. Some 
lands are badly washed. No loss of life by 
the storm is reported, save at Kernersville.

He sat up for a short 
time in bed and talked pleasantly to those 
about him. Late in the evening he began 
to complain of pains over his heart, and in a 
very short time commenced to sink. The 
physician was again cailed in, but when he 
reached the bedside saw at a glance that 
death was near at hand, and go informed 
Mr. Wiison’s son. Teiegrams were sent to Mr 
John T. Witson, at Gainesville, his other 
ee but death came before he could reach the 
city.

GENERAL GORDON SPEAKS, 


He Comes Out for Unconditional Repeal of 
: the Sherman Biil. 
Washington, August 29.—(Special.)— 

Senator Gordon had the floor an hour in 

the senate today on the silver question. 

The Georgia senator spoke in favor of un- 

conditional repeal. He also declared him- 
self in favor of free coinage. If the friends 
of bimetallism, said he, were strong enough 
in the senate to attach free coinage to the 
pending bill they would be strong enough 
to enact it afterwards. He was opposed 
to delaying the repeal by a contest over 
free coinage. 

Instead Senator Gordon went squarely over 
to the admitistration side of the fight as 
have a number of other senators during the 
past two days, During the delivery of his 
speech Senator Gordon was given close at- 
tention by weil filled and crowded galleries. 

His delivery was good and his speech at- 

tracted much attention. He explained his 
position. by stating that the Sherman law 
was not the friend but the insidious foe 
of bimetallism. The senator created some 


-Surprise in the position he took because he 


had denied on reaching Washington at the 
opening of the session that he was for un- 
conditional repeal and up to yesterday he 
was classed on the other side. 

Senator Gordon's Speech. 


Senator John B. Gordon, of-dteorgia, in 
the course of his speech for unconditional 
repeal, said: , 

iiere is a crumb of comfort in our present 
calamities. They emphasize the damage done 
by congressional mistakes, and Lave fixed in 
the public mind as never before in our his- 
tory perhaps, the responsibility which often 
attaches to government for the material con- 
dition of a people, and especially the respon- 
sibility which rests upon our people for the 
policies of their government. 

In this long iliad of financial woes there 
is heard at least one clearly uttered if not 
cheering note. That note is the voice of the 
people calling upon democrats to redeem their 
pledges. It is the popular demand for the 
repeal of the Sherman law, for the inaugura- 
tion of a sound and stable, but more [iberal 
financial policy. 

Four Pledges. 


As democrats we made to the people four 
explicit, emphatic and unequivocal 
promises, and we qualified these promises 
with but one proviso or condition, bameiy, 
that the people would turn out the repubii- 
cans and turn over the government to us. 
These promises were: 

To reform the tariff. 

To repeal the Sherman law. 

To place gold and silver upon an equal 
footing and 

To abolish the tax upon state bank issues. 

The people believed us. They relied upon 
our promises. They complied with our pro- 
viso. They turned out the repubiicans. 
They turned over the government to us, and 
now with anxious, if not agonizing suspense, 
they wait to see what we are gvuing to do 
with it. 

I confess, sir, that I see but one course 
left us. It is to make our performance as 
straight forward and practical as our pledges 
were explicit. We cannot afford to be 
charged hereafter with beguiling voters be- 
fore the election with promises made only 
to be broken after the election. 


Will NMeform the Tariff. 


Our pledges of tariff reform will in due 
time be met. Not as our friends on the 
other side of the chamber fear and charge, so 
as to retard or cripple the Industries of the 
country, but in such manner and by such 
schedule as will lighten the burdens of labor 
and of the common people by wiser and more 
equitable adjustment. 

I believe that the democratic party now in 
power may be relied upon for substantial ¢om- 
pliance with every pledge ‘n its platform. I 
believe this because the ‘n who compose 
that party are the dis: s of the great 
prophet of popular rights. 

A Bimetaiiint. 


But I wish to descend from generalities to 
detail. What are we going to do with the 
Sherman law? We promised to repeal it 
and with burning anathemas at Chicago we 
denounced it as ‘“‘a cowardly makeshift 
fraught with possibilities of danger.’’ Has 
it become less dangerous now? Why. halt be- 
tween two opinious? Why hesitate between 
conditiona] or unconditional repeal? If the 
friends of bimetallism (of which this senate 
contains ho more ardent advocate than my- 
seif) have strength enough to place condi- 
tions the repealing ill 
will that same strength 
fice establish bimetallism by 
separate bilis* But are we burdened ‘with 
the apprehension of disagreement among our- 
se.ves a8 to the ratio which silver shouid 
bear to gold? Why shou:d there be any 
greater danger of such disagreement between 
rhe friends of bimetailisam after than before 
repeal 

Sir, I cannot share such apprehensions. I do 
not fear that bimetatlism inigit suffer be- 
cause the Sherman jaw dies. That law is 
not the friend but the insidious foe of bi- 
metaliism. As a friend of both metals, as a 
firm believer in the uitimate triumpli of the 
Dumetaiiic cause, confident of its vitaiizing 
influénce upon the languishing industries of 
the country; ‘with unshaken faith in its pow- 
er, its vigor, I thad aimost said its immor- 
tality, for it is immortal if this republic is 
immortal; reposing, with almost religious 
faith, wpon the matchelss wisdom of the men 
who framed this unrivaled government and 
made bimetaliism a corner stone in its con- 
stitution; firmiy entrenched in such eonvic- 
tions, I cannot share the apprehension that 
the life of that cause is either to be jost or 
shortened by the death of that sapper of 
aw. 


Cotton EKffected, 


While we deiay the condition of the whole 
country grows wore and more alarming. In 
the meantime, white we delay, southern cot- 
ton is seeking a market with few buyers, 
except foreign houses or tneir agents, and 
the price has falien far beiow the cost of 
production. In the meantime, while we deiay, 
the unhappy growers of that great staple, 
with hope aimost gone and treading on the 
very verge of bankruptcy and despair, are 
impioring us to take some action and without 
delay. dir, standing iu the deep shadows of 
these impending and immeasurable disasters, 
I cannot consent to vote for any measure 
which imvolvies additional delay. The pro- 
posed amendment must mecessariiy cause 
great delay, because the other branch of con- 
gress is committed against it. I cannot, 
therefore, for that reason only, support that 
amendment. The majority bili for repeal 
means no delay, because the other branch of 
congress is for repeal. I, therefore, for that 
reason, support it. 

But we are asked if unconditional repeal 
wili ‘bring relief. I answer that in the opin- 
ion of those who usually lend money, but who 
now hoard and hide it, and I think in the 
opinion of the great majority of the people, 
repeal will bring speedy and certain reilef. 
I trust it wili; but I do, not know. This, 
however, I do know. That if this senate 
insists on settling ratios before repeal and 
the house insists on settling ratios after re- 
peal, the disagreement involves indefinite de- 
iay. This, we ail Know, that with the gen- 
ate moving in one direction afid the house 
moving in the opposite direction we ghall 
p:ace the country between the upper and the 
nether mill stones of congressional disagree- 
ment and grind it to powder. | 

As to Movometalilism. 


But we are toid that unconditional repeal 
leaves this country in the relentiess clutch of 
monometaliism. Mr. President, if that were 
true, we might well stand appalled before so 
fatal a step. If I believed that to be true I 
should turn my back upon the majority bill 
as being inimicai to the highest interest of 
this country. And if unconditional repeaj is 
passed and congress should seek to take ad- 
vantage of the situation in order to egtab- 
lish monometaliism as the permanent policy of 
this government, it wouid arouse, from sea 
to sea, the indignant people of this union as 
they have never been se by the patriotic 
albomen, | of the sixties. No, Mr. President, 
repeal does not mean monometallism for this 
country. 

The Parity Promise. 

I come now to our next promise, to place 
goid and silver upon tlie same footing. It 
is safe to say, I think, that bimetailism was 
the anost ular, if not th t t 
Spotes in the auat one i = — the one 
Ppi_vek common to ail nationa atforms. 
05% alisin is a yote wi :. 
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adverse legislation here and elsewhere, and 
in the face of the action of Indla, the price 
rallied after a temporary depression in thé 
yery citadel of its inveterate foe, with the 
{fmperiai heél of ®ngland Upon it. Sir, from 
prehistoric ages to this unhappy hour, no 
metal or commodity has ever shown undef 
unfri Tonditiogs such inherent, self- 
asserting and, self-resurrecting power. 

Monometallism in France amd Germany is 
a War measure. Gold is the European money. 
Géid must supply the sinews of war and 
European war. is always imminent. This 
government is not at war, it is not going to 
war, or rather no wer is going to war 
with us. Our financial policy, therefore, is 
to be considered with a view to peace, and 
not war. But were we to go to war, and if 
the balance of trade snoul@ draw trom us 
every dollar of coined gold, and if Jehovah's 
omnipotent fiat should obliterate every tface 
of gold in our mines and mountains, who 
doubts our ability to fing the means of de 
fense? 

Agrees with Mr. Voorhees. 


We have exceptional advantages in dealing 
with this problem in almost every direction. 
We can utiiize profitabiy and intelligentiy a 
larger amount of currency, Man for man, 
than any other people, because of our vast 
territory stlil undeveloped, with resources 
still more boundiess. 

My friend, the senator from Indiana, said 
a few days ago that in the wisdom of provi- 
dence it wus reserved for this peopie to dis- 
cover and uniock the hidden wealth of vur 
Pacific slope and western mountains. He 
might have added, and to pour their fructify- 
ing and enriching currents into the wofid's 
commerce. 

‘Mr. President, the day will come—has it 
not already come?—when it will be our duty 
to lead in broader financiai policies? Sup- 
pose this country now fo.iows Europe in it 
contracted go.d policy. It requires no gifts 
of prophecy to foretell the results. With 
this nation and ail the other mations bidding 
and scrambling for goid, that metal must 
necessarily appreciate until the products of 
labor ‘wili lose half their vaiue, while debts 
wiil be doubied. Sir, some power must be 
found which can resist the march of this 
remorseless policy—remorseless in its re- 
sults, however differently intended by able 
and honest advocates. I am not here, sir, 
to impugn the motives or assail] the judgment 
of those who differ with me on this issue of 
such transcendent moment to the American 
people. I no more doubt the sincerity of 
our great cities than I doubt the honest 
aturdy yeomanry of the country. But, sir, it 
is a characteristic of human intellects to be 
more or less receptive of the influences 
around them. Let us recognize this truth in 
dealing with this great issue. 


Trust to the States. 


Mr. President, I am profoundly convinced 
that it would be wiser policy to trust more 
largely to the states. I am profoundly con- 
vinced that pevpesty guarded state banking 
ean be-made both safe and effective, and that 
if at the bestnning of the last congress the 
prohibitory tax had been removed this panie 
would ‘have been impossible. I believe that 
Georgia, for instance, would by this date 
have inaugurated 2 system safe and sufficient 
for all her “rok and that this panic would 
not have invaded our territory, but would 
have broken at its borders as the waves of 
the “sea on the rock-bound coast. I believe 
that even now were that tax temporarily 
Suspended it would give temporary and al- 
most instant relief. &t this subject, however, 
I hope to have more to Say at a future day. 
If the senate would now promptly join the 
house and repeal without delay the  pur- 
chasing clause of the Sherman bill we should 
at least relax the strain and threatening 
tension upon the country. We should at 
least lower the heat of the burning plow- 
shares upon which the people are treading. 
We should break a rift in the clonds above 
us, and then with more light and more time 
Seete ne eton we could with fairer pros- 

ets of success tun ’ .

Macon, Ga., August 29.—(Special.)—The 
fohn Ellis Company, retail dry goods and 
millinery, assigned today to Colonel Miller 
Gordon. The assets are about $54,400 and 
liabilities about $33,000. It is thought that 
with prudent management the company 
will be able to settle its indebtedness dol- 
lar for dollar. The assigument was made 
pecessary by the pressure of the American 
National bank for the amount due it by 
the company. On last Saturday evening 
the company gave a mortgage on its stotk 
ef goods to the American National bank 
for $4,000. This mortgage was duly re- 
corded and it then became a mere matter 
of hours when other creditors would come 
rushing down upon the company. The deed 
ef assigument Was drawn ibis morning by 
Attorneys Dessau and klodges ton which 
they ure to be paid $1,025 It is noticea- 
ble that Vessau and Hodges do not make 
themselves preferred creditors for the 
amount of their fee, but are content to 
share and share alike with the general 
creditors. This is something unusual with 
attorneys in drawing assignments.

More- 
over, the assignment would not have come 
if creditors could have extended a little 
more leniency. The company had passed 
thiech the greatest period of financial de- 
pr@yn, and now that summer was over 
and fall at hand with brightening skies 
and happier pPospects, it is a pity that 
creditors could not have waited longer, 
and an assignment might have been avoid- 
ed. Mr. John Ellis the manager of the 
company, has beenin the dry goods  busi- 
ness many years, and is popular with the 
trading public. He is an enterprising and 
deserving young man, and, no doubt, he 
will soon put the company on its feet again. 
This is the first failure of any magnitude 
that has occurred in Macon4since the days 
of the panic first commenced, and this cer- 
tainly speaks well for the stability and 
prosperity of the commercial junstitutions 
of Macon.

Working for a Consulship. 


Mr. A. J. McBride, of Atlanta, has 
friends in Macon who are at work getting 
endorsements for him from prominent men 
for the position of consul at Manchester, 
England. These endorsements will be for- 
warded to President Cleveland. The con- 
sulship at Manchester is the place Editor 
B. H.: Richardson, of The Columbus En- 
quirer-Sun wants. There is also a rumor 
to the effect that the position may be ten- 
dered to Hon. W. Y. Atkinson in lieu of 
the consulship at Berlin. It is not gener- 
ally known, but it is a fact that Manches- 
ter pays more than Berlin. The salary at 
Manchester is $3,000 and the fees last 
year were $20,553; salary of consul at 
Berlin, $4,000 per annum, and fees last 
year were $12,755. It is understood that 
the consul does not get the entire fees at 
either Manchester or Berlin, but he re- 
ceives more of the fees at Manchester than 
at Berlin. Including salary and fees the 
consul at Manahesfer gets. per annum 
about $7.500, and at Berlin about $7,000. 
Berlin is regarded as an appointment 
of more dignity than Manchester, but Man- 
chester pas the most money. It seems 
that if a man couldn’t be consul at Berlin 
he wouldn’t object to representing this 
great government at Manchester.

BETIER TIMES IN DECATUR. 


—— 


The Farmers Have an Abundance of Pro- 
visions This Year. 

Bainbridge, Ga., August 29.—(Special-)— 
Decatur county is well garrisoned against 
the money blockade for the next two years 
at least. There is enough meat and bread 
produced in the county this year to last 
two years. There never have been so many 
provisions in the county since the war. The 
farmers, as a rule, have by bitter expe- 
rience, at last learned to raise an abund- 
ance of all Kinds of food crops, and an 
abundance of good stock of all kinds has 
been the consequence. There has scarely 
been any western meat sold here by the 
merchants this year, but on the contrary 
the merchants are selling home raised ba- 
con to their customers in town. While the 
farmers have an abundance of home raised 
supplies they can get along with very little 
money, as fhevy are now doing. The cotton 
crop is very short, perhaps not more than 
a half crop in the county. and on account 
of the low price very little is being sold. 
The area planted in tobacco is not more than 
half of what it was last year, but the leaf 
is of a superior quality and will demand a 
better price, being well cured. 

Two Large Eagles Killed. 


A few days ago while Mr. Martin Long 
and two of his neighbors were riding in a 
wagon across the river in Jackson county, 
Florida, they discovered two very large 
gray eagles near the road feasting on a 
hog which they had just killed. Fievinc 
their guns with them they succeeded in 
killing one of the birds. and it measured 
six feet from one tip of the wing to the 
other. But now comes the strange part of 
the story. The eagle killed had a small 
leather strap securely fastened with a 
neat buckle around one leg and about the 
toes. The strap had the appearance of 
having been attached to the eagle a long 
time, being worn very much at the point 
where it came in contact with the large 
talons. This pair of eagles had been for 
some time killing sheep and hogs and were 
a source of much annoYance and loss to the 
community. The question is, by whom was 
the strap fastened, or how did the birds 
escape from captivity?

Accident, Was a Bigamist. 


HIS SECOND WIFE GOT © DAMAGES 


But the First and Her Young Daughter 
Are Having Troublein Recover- 
ing trom the Company. 


Waycross, Ga., August 29.—(Special.)— 
The sequel to the Faircloth case which has 
become famous in this section, and is now 
pending a hearing in the supreme court, 
will excite much comment on account of 
the peculiar romantic history surrounding 
it. 

In 1869, Andrew Faircloth, jn Emanuel 
county, Georgia, married Miss Tempie 
Cobron. ‘They lived happily together four 
years and then’ Faircloth deserted his 
young wife, and his little one-year-old 
daughter and came to Coffee county. There 
Was no apparent reason for his deserting 
them, except that he was of a reckless d.s- 
position. Without a word of expianatiun, 
Andrew left his wife and chila to the 
mercy of the world. They had no means 
of support. Mrs. Faircloth was proud of 
her child and she labored for years, earn- 
ing a meager support for herself and chiid. 
Her little daughter was sent to school, at 
intervals, until she acquired adfair common 
school education. She grew beautiful and 
has for several years been a favorite with 
the young people of that community. Her 
mother toiled day and night for her sup- 
port, while her heart was grieved because 
vf the unfaithfulness of her husband. An- 
drew Faircloth was living in Appling coun- 
ty, where he quietly married a handsome 
widow and thus acquired some fortune in 
real estate and money. He was not di- 
vorced from Mrs. Tempie Faircloth, and, 
therefore, his second marriage was illegal. 

In 1888, he was killed in the hurricane 
creek wreck on the Savannah, Florida and 
Western railroad near Blackshear, Ga. A 
doctor, who was a trusted representative 
of the railroad, attended him until his death 
When Mrs. Faircloth No. 2 heard 
that Andrew was dead, she informed the 
railroad that she must have damages. The 
doctor who attended the dying man went 
to the woman, whom he believed to be the 
widow of Faircloth. He paid her a good 
round sum of the railroad’s money, which 
satisfied her. The railroad believed that 
the claim had been settled finally. Soon 
after the death of Faircloth, Mrs. Tempie 
Faircloth, widow No. 1, put a claim 
for damages in the hands of her attorney, 
Simon W. Hitch, and the case was brought 
up for trial. The claims of Mrs. Tempie 

aircloth, were based upon the grounds 
of her husband’s desertion of herself and 
daughter, and her having labored hard: for 
the support of her daughter. The court 
granted Mrs. Faircloth a verdict against 
the railroad for $6,500. In a short time 
afterwards, a new trial was granted in 
the case on the grounds that the jurors 
were in favor of different amounts to. be 
paid as damages. The young lady, who 
is a daughter of Andrew and Tempie Fair- 
cloth, has the sympathy of a great many 
a5") in this section. 

Mrs. Faircloth is in poor circumstances, 
and her health is failing. Her daughter 
is about twenty Years old and is enjoying 
fine health. The young lady is hopeful of 
success in the suit for damages.

Now for the Main Issue. 

We believe that in the following para- 
graph taken from an editorial article in 
The St. Louis Republic will be found a 
fair outline of the situation that will 
exist when the Sherman law has been 
blotted from the statute books: 

Silver coinage is not lost. Freed from the 
heawy handicap of the bullion purchnee 
clause, the movement for gold and silver 
c’mage without discrimination in favor of 
either metal can be taken up on its merits. 

A large number of representatives and 
senators who expect to vote for uncondl- 
tional repeal have declared that they are in 
favor of an equal coinage system. They are 
sincere—most of them—and in ua fair debate, 
after a candid investigation, they will be 
for a bimetallic coinage Which assures the 
safety of the currency. 

From the exta#aordinary financial condi- 
tious, and from the mistakes of tle silver 
leaders, the singie gold standard advocates 
have undoubtedky received an encourage- 
ment which has made them aggressive and 
outspoken. But they have not been blind 
while the greater debate has-been going on 
among tiie people. Free coinage is stronger 
touay in pUdtic opinion than it ever was. 
When the contest is squarely upon the legit- 
imate currency issue, the right will be ag: 
gressive and the wrong will begin its re- 
treat, 

Beyond all question the Sherman law 


has been an entangling and a confusing 
obstacle to democratic discussion and 
action, and it has been the cause of more 
than one tactical mistake on the part 
of those invested with the responsibility 
of carrying out the financial pledge of 
the democratic platform. . 

With that obstacle out of the way 
the issue will be a clean and clear cut 
one between the element that stands for 
a single gold standard, and those who 
favor bimetallism—between the element 
that proposes to sacrifice the prosperity 
of the people to the greed of the money 
lenders, and those who are endeavoring 
to carry out the policy of the democratie 
party by restoring silver to its historical 
place and use as a money standard. 

As we have said before there is room 
for difference between those democrats 
who believe that one part of the fnan- 
cial pledge of the platform should be 
carried out concurrently with the other 
part, and those who believe that the 
Sherman law should be disposed of at 
once. There is large margin here for 
honest and conscientious democratic dis- 
cussion. But when the Sherman law is 
disposed of, the financial pledge of the 
platform—the question of bimetallism 
which it presents and maintains—will 
come up in its integrity. 

There will then be no room for demo- 
cratic differences. Those who believe 
in the single gold standard will have to 
ally themselves with the money power 
and its republican contingent, and those 
who believe in bimetallism will have to 
ally themselves with the democratic 
party. 

There will be no confusing obstacle 
to hide behind; quibbling will afford no 
shelter. The issue will be stripped 
naked, as it were. It will take the shape 
of a contest between the single gold 
standard and bimetallism. In that con- 
test, public men will have to show their 
colors, and if it be transferred from the 
halls of congress to the ballot box, the 
goldbugs will sustain an overwhelming— 
a crushing—defeat. 

For while congressmen have been de- 
bating, there has been a much more im- 
pressive and important debate going on 
Among the people, with the result that 
the voters of the country are practically 
solid in favor of bimetallism. 


Two Interesting Pamphlets. 


The federal bureau of education has 
recently issued two remarkable pam- 
phlets. One is devoted to Benjamin 
Franklin’s method of self-education, and 
the other is entitled “Abnormal Man.” 

Each pamphlet contains about four 
hundred and fifty pages. The one de- 
voted to Franklin presents nothing that 
may not be found in the writings of that 
practical philosopher, and the object of 
its publication is simply to circulate and 
popularize his educational ideas. The 
work on “Abnormal Man” must have re- 
quired many years of study and re- 
search. It deals with criminals, lunatics, 
geniuses and victims of the liquor and 
opium habits. The chapter on insanity 
and genius shows that the two are close- 
ly allied... When a man is tery original 
and has an excess of nervous energy he 
will bear watching. If his thoughts and 
utterances are very brilliant, giving 
pleasure to others or capable of being 
utilized, he is a genius. If his origi- 
nality finds expression in abnormal 
forms that disgust and alarm people 
and lead to no practical good, he is a 

lunatie. baal 

The genius and the lunatic have the 
. Same physical characteristics, and many 
of the same mental qualities. The great- 
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and the 
Caesar, Cromwell and Napoleon had fits, 
saw apparitions and believed in destiny. 
Byron DeQuincey, Poe and other imag- 
inative writers were clearly insane. The 
feverish excitement and the absurd ego- 
tism of the greatest poets, musicians and 
artists Indicated abnormal and unsound 
intellects. 

These conclusions are set forth at 
length in this pamphlet, and they are 
fortified by so many illustrations, in- 
stances and references to high authorities 
that it is impossible to doubt their cor- 
rectness, 

But where does the government pro- 

pose to stop, and where will it draw the 
line in preparing and distributing these 
special publications? ‘They cost a great 
deal of money, and the people have to 
foot the bill for summarizing and pub- 
lishing matter that is already in print 
and to be had in another shape. If the 
government would let these matters 
alone the ideas and information thus dis- 
tributed would reach the people through 
the ordinary run of books and news- 
papers. 
Doubtless it is a convenient thing to 
have such condensed handbooks within 
reach, but all the facts and theories set 
forth in them have come under our eyes 
in other books many times during the 
past few years. If the government con- 
tinues its publishing business, it will soon 
be issuing “Everybody's Lawyer,” “A 
Practical Cook Book,” “The Best Method 
of Physical Culture” and there is no tel- 
ing what else. It would be a good thing 
to overhaul our federal publications 
and limit them to works of necessity 
and practical benefit that cannot easily 
be obtained in any other way. It is 
time to calla halt. There is no sense in 
taxing the people to pay for this scrap- 
book literature. 


A Significant Utterance. 

From a number of interviews with At- 
lanta business men in regard to. the 
financial situation we select the follow- 
ing from The Evening Journal: 
Mr. 8S. M. Inman, cotton factor and capt- 
talist, said: “It is my opinion that with the 
repeal of the purchasing clause of the Sher- 
man act there should have been a condition 
looking to siiver legislation. It will be hard 
now to get any action taken on bemetallism. 
Exactly what action should be taken by 
congress I am not prepared to say. I think 
there will now be a restoration of confidence 
which will gradually bring about a_shrink- 
age of values, to adapt themselves to a gold 
standard, beneficial the the. creditor Class, 
but hard on the debtor class.’’ 
This is indeed a signilicant utterance. 
Mr. Inman is at the head of one of the 
largest cotton firms of the world. He is 
one of the most prosperous business men 
in the country. He is in close touch 
with all the conditions that are to be 
affected by the change to the single gold 
standard. He is a business man whose 
practical experience is very wide and 
whose views are always conservative. 
When, therefore, such a man as Mr. 
Inman, standing, as it were, with one 
hand on the pulse of business. and the 
other on the shoulder of the farmer, 
gives utterance to such a warning, it 
is time for all our business men to wake 
up to the situation. The shrinkage of 
values which Mr. Inman predicts has al- 
ready begun. It is to be found in the 
tax returns of Georgia, in the practical 
abolition of the real estate market, in 
the low prices of wheat and cotton, in 
the depression that attacks all forms 
of business. 
Confidence is to be restored to the cred- 
itor class, but what about debtors? Who 
shall lead them out of the jungle into 
which legislation fer the benefit of aliens 
is about to plunge them? 
Do our business men suppose that they 
can prosper in the face of the depres- 
sion that invariably accompanies low 
prices and a sbrinkage in values.

Europe 
is sending over her gold by the million 
to move our big crops, and there is ab- 
solutely no reason why any man in this 
country should lock up his money in- 
stead of putting it where it will draw in- 
terest or bring him a profit. 

Confidence is returning, but we need 
more of it, and the only way to get it 
is to be confident. 

Don’t be a clam—be up and doing— 
keep moving and then business and crops 
will move.

The Storm on the Coast. 

The cyclonic disturbance on the Flor- 
ida peninsula,'on the south Atlantic coast 
and in the northeast seems to have been 
of an appalling character. The dis- 
turbance was first discovered in the 
gulf. From that eradle of storms it 
swept toward the Atlantic, yeered up the 
coast and left devastation in its track. 
The center of the hurricane, to judge by 
the havoc played, was not far east of 


Tybee roads and Charleston bay. 


lor a time, these harbors, renowned 
as shelters for vessels, were as unsafe as 
the open sea. In Tybee roads and the 
Savannah river, large vessels were 
blown across the marshes and landed 
on the islands. 

The full details of the wild havoc play- 
ed will probably never be told. The 
wires were swept away and all commu- 
nication suspended between the people 
in the storm track and the rest of the 
world. When communication is re-es- 
tablished the horrors that were fresh 
Sunday and Monday will be an old story, 
and some of the most interesting partic- 
ulars will be suppressed to make room 
for the more impressive events. 

It is not often that a West Indian hur- 
ricane succeeds in getting so far from 
home without meeting some or all of the 
barriers of temperature that ordinary 
storms find impassable. The details re- 
ceived at this writing do not present any 
of the features of a cyclone, and it is 
fortunate that the storm gave rise to no 
such developments. 

The sympathies of Atlanta go out to 
the stricken communities, and those sym- 
pathies wiH take a more substantial 
shape should the necessity arise. 

The people of this town ought to con- 
sider themselves blest indeed. They are 
out of the track of destructive storms 
and cyclonic disturbances and they are 
not subject to serious epidemics. Con- 
sequently, they can afford to go to the 
aid of those who are storm struck, and 
to open their hearts and doors to those 
who are fleeing from epidemics.

ECHOES FROM THE PEOPLE. 


A Board of Medical Exawiners. 
Atlanta, Ga., August 28.—Editor Constitu- 
tion: ‘he coming session of the k gislature 
will be requested to establish a board of 
niedical examiners. A bill to this effect was 
introduced into the last legisiature; it passed 
the senate by a large majority, but was post- 
poved by the house committee. i wish, by 
this communication, simply to get this matter 
befcre the people. 

The ole object of the law proposed in that 
bill is to “protect the pevple from illegal and 
ul.qualified practitioners of medicine.’’ This 
is to be accomplished by a board of cum- 
petent medical men, appointed by the gvuv- 
ernor, whose duty it shall be to examine 
carefully every person who wishes to begin 
the practice of medicine in the state. Those 
who can stand the examinations will be li- 
censed; those who cannot will be declined 
until their deficiencies are made up. Such is 
the bill in its last analysis. There is every 
reason why it should become a law. There 
is not one valid reason against it. These 
boards are recognized as a necessary public 
policy in a majority of the states. They are 
now operating in twenty-five states and wher- 
ever they have been tried they have given 
most satisfactory results in furnishing the 
people with a desirable class of physicians 
and in protecting them from ignorant and 
fraudulent practitioners. 

Georgia is absolutely without any law regu- 
lating the practice of medicine. The state 
requires lawyers and drug clerks and ¢n- 
gineers to be examined in order that the in- 
competent may be excluded, but no qualifi- 
cations whatever are exacted of those who 
wish to practice medicine, except that they 
register their names with the county clerk. 
A diploma is supposed to be required, but 
the county clerks do not ask for them, be- 
cause theré is not one in Georgia who can 
tell the difference between a Latin diploma 
and a manifesto from the pope. People can- 
not always cxercise discrimination in the 
choice of their physician. Circumstances will 
always arise when the services of the “‘near- 
est doctor’’ will have to be refled upon, and 
the ‘‘nearest doctor’’ may be the minister of 
life unto life or of death upto death. 

If those who offer their prof¢ssional services 
to the community were whut they should be, 
both in intelligence and integrity, there would 
be no need for legislation. But taere are 
some who, thongh honest and conscientious, 
are intellectually unqualified, while there are 
otters who soil by ignoble use the grand old 
name of doctor, and extract 1. shimeless ilv>- 
lihood by preying upon the ignorance and cred- 
ulitv of those whom they are able to deceive. 
It is from these two classes that the people 
need to be protected, and if they have aot in- 
telligenece enough to protect themselves tbe 
state itself has a duty in the matter 

From the records of the examining boards 
in the states having them it is found that 
over 25 per cent of those who apply for li- 
cense are incompetent. These 25 per cent 
are rejected, but they quickly take refuge in 
those states, such as Georgia, that have no 
restrictions upon the practice of medicine, 
Georgia thus receives every year numers of 
those who ave rejected by the boards of South 
Carolina. Alabama and Florida, and those 
who are refused a houte in the 
latter states ean ignorantly prac- 
tice this profession in Georgia with 
none to molest or make them afraid. 
In commenting upon this movement to secure 
an examining board a late Mississippi medical 
journal truly says: “The state that is now 
without an examining board is in a deplor- 
able condition. Georgia is now reaping a 
harvest of incompetents. The physieians and 
the people of the state ‘re beginning to reat 
ize that their state is being made the dum ping- 
ground for other states. They will not be 
long in concluding that they, too, mest be 
protected by a law regulating the practice of 
redicine.’’ 
gy oa Medical Association has given 
this movement its hearty endorsement. rhe 
better part of the medical profession in the 
state I believe to be in favor of the board, 
for the double reason that it will give us ‘ 
more intelligent and honorable profession ans 
because it will afford some protection to the 
people. The arguments in faver of the estab- 
lishment of this board will appeal to every 
one who has intelligence enough to appreciate 
the situation and honesty enough net to allow 
his private interests to suppress his judg- 
ment. The bill will be submitted to the leg-

ue TELLS A RICH AND RACY STORY 


And Claims That the Alleged Opelika 
Scandal Was Exaggerated—His 
Wife Was Jealous of Him. 


Dr. A. G. Emory, of Opelika, who has 
been the constant companion of Mrs. Gus- 
sie LL. Turner for the past two 
was ig the city yesterday, and took ex- 
ceptions to the report published in The 
Constitution Monday morning to the effect 
that be met Mrs. Turner in Milledgeville by 
a previous engagement. 

Dr. Emory had a ecard written out, 
which he desired printed, and it follows an 
interview with him. In his interview the 
doctor tells his side of the story from the 
time he first met Mrs. Turner. He acknowl- 
edges that his conduct might have been 
misconstrued, and protests that no criminal 
relations existed between himself and his 
alleged patient. 

He attributes the greater part of his 
misfortunes to a lot of anonymous letters 
which were floated around Opelika the 
first part of the year and to his wife. He 
claims that his wife was an extremely jeal- 
ous woman. He also pretends to believe 
that some of the letters came from his 
own family. From his own statement -the 
letters Were without any effect. He denies 
that he jumped out of a window in an at- 
tempt to escape from Mrs. Turner’s room, 
or that he climbed into her room. He does 
say that he spent a night with her, but 
that it was because he was too sick to go 
home, having taken too much whisky on 
board. 

The doctor is not @ ba@ looking man, but 
appears to be easily agitated. No sooner 
bad he finished the interview than he asked 
for some water and took a couple of drinks 
of whisky from a flask that he ‘had in his 
possession. 

Dr. Emory and Mrs. Turner Meet. 

“T first met Mrs. Gussie L. Turner in 
Opelika in October of 1891. She was the 
wife of a cotton buyer in Opelika. 1 met 
her professionally. She remained in Ope- 
lika until January, and I saw her frequent- 
ly and became well acquainted with her. 
In the latter part of January, 1892, Tur- 
ner was discharged from his position.- She 
then went to her father’s in Buford, S. C. 
She came back in August of last year, and 
her husband was still in Opelika. He left 
and went to Macon where he got a good 
position as it Was the opening of the cotton 
season. She was left behind at the boarding 
house of Cutwright, where I first met 
her. 1 was to treat her and perform an op- 
eration upon ber. In September. aided by 
Dr. Bennett, of Opelika, the operation was 
performed and was not successful. Her 
condition was such that it required nearly 
all of my time and my constant attention, 
day and night, until April of this year. 
About this time I had a stroke of paral- 
ysis. In'the meanwhile her husband would 
come to see her occasionally, and her fa- 
ther came once or twice from Buford 
to visit her. It was agreed that I should 
take a rest, and I proposed to her husband 
that we take her to Macon. This was 
done. There were three of us on the trip, 
but still it was reported that I was trying 
to run off with her. We stayed a week or 
ten days there, during which time Turner 
himself was very ill and required attention. 
At the end of that time Mr. Mare came. 

' Off They Go Together Again. 

“Mr. Mare is the father of Mrs. Turner, 
and he came to Macon and carried us to 
his home near Buford, S. C. We remained 
there two weeks or more. We then went 
back to Macon together. 

“On the way to Macon we rested at sev- 
eral stations as I was unable to travel very 
far at the time; I have fully recovered 
yet. We stopped at Savannah two or three 
days and then again at Wadley, I believe. 

“Mr. Turner secured board for us at the 
Park hotel and I remained there about a 
month. 

Mrs. Turner Accompanies the Doctor. 


“When I left Macon it was agreed that 
she should come as far as Columbus with 
me, which would be twenty-seven miles this 
side of Opelika. I stopped with her in Col- 
umbus in order to get her a boarding place 
and Sayed there two or three days in or- 
der to do so. I then left with the agree- 
ment that I should call on her once or 
twice a week or as often as her case de- 
manded. I went to see her the next day 
after I got home, as I had heard that she 
was ill. I stayed then a day or two in 
Columbus and went back home and began 
to study over my expenses and the time 
that I lost in going to and from Opelika to 
Columbus. I concluded that it would be 
better to have Mrs. Turner in Opelika.

Tax Collector Bob Collins Has Broken the 
Record and Is Still Collecting. 


THE DISCOUNT 18 A THING OF THE PAST 


But the Money Is Still Coming in, Though 
It Is Coming Very Slowly—The Way 
the Advertising W1il Be Done. 


Hard times may have affected most 
places on earth but they did not hurt At- 
lanta. 

That is they did not hurt Atlanta if the 
tax tolls collected are to be the criterion by 
which the world is to judge. 

It is a well-known fact that Atlanta is 
one of the most prompt and liberal pay- 
ing towns in the country when it comes to 
tax gathering. The city has never known 
the time when the people did not cheerful- 
ly respond to the demand of the law for 
the money to carry on the city government 
and the readiness with which the response 
came has gone all over the land. 

But this year when every one was com- 
plaining of the hard times and the scarcity 
of money the people of Atlanta have been 
coming over with the money, and they have 
been coming handsomely, too, so hand- 
somely in fact, that they have thrown into 
the city treasury more money than has 
ever gone there before prior to the closing 
of the books. 

“A careful investigation of the books 
will show,” said Mr. Stockdell, chairman 
of the finance committee, “that the tax 
collector has never received as much money 
before since the city has been allowing a 
discount as she received this year. The 
truth is that Tax Collector Collins has 
broken the record and that is something 
of which any man might be proud. He has 
not only taken in more money than any 
tax collector has taken in before the dis- 
count was declared off, but he has come 
within a few dollars of handling more mon- 
ey than any man the city has ever had, 
handled before previous to the final closing 
of the books. To any one who knows just 
what that means it is easy to tell the hard 
work Bob Collins has been doing.” 

A Lonesome Air. 


Tax Collector Bob Collins’s office wore 
a deserted and lonesome air yesterday. 

And it was due to the fact that the 
11-2 per cent discount on the  pay- 
ment of the city taxes had become a thing 
of the past. 

During the day, there were quite a num- 
ber of tax payers who called to pay €nto 
the city treasury the money they are an- 
nually taxed to keep up the city government 
but most of them complained because they 
were Lot given the same discount as those 
who had already paid in were allowed. 
Some of these even went so far as to 
refuse to pay at all and went away carry- 
ing with them the money they had brought 
tou pay into the city. 

“You see,’ said Collector Collins, “we 
have but one thing to go by, and it is the 
law as laid down. That law tells us what 
we can do and what we must do, and when 
we do that we have done all we can do. 
We have no right to grant any one an 
extension on the discount, and, of course, 
we don’t do it. But there is one thing I'd 
like. to let the people know, and that is 
that the books are not closed and that we 
are here to receive the taxes until the 20th 
of September. On that day our books will 
close, and then we turn everything over to 
the city clerk, who will issue the fi fas, 
and send them to the city marshal, who will 
proceed to make the levy and to advertise. 
The people generally seem to think that 
the day the discount is off that we will 
not receive any more taxes, but that is 
wrong. We will continue to be at home 
to the taxpayer until the 20th of Septem- 
ber.”’

A BABBLING BROOK 


Is the Way Judge Hopkins Designated 
the Ryan Case. 


COL. HAMMOND’S SPLENDID ARGUMENT 


Judge Marshall J. Clarke Heard the Ar- 
guments, and Will Reserve His 
Decision for the Present. 


Argument was begun yesterday morning 
in the Ryan case, and four speeches were 
made, Judge Marshall Clarke reservin 
his decision. ee” 

Mr. Albert Cox made the opening argu- 
ment for Ryan and was followed by Jack 
Spalding for the plaintiffs. Judge Hop- 
kins made the next, argument and Colonel 
Hammond closed. 

The argument was on the question as to 
whether or not the Ryan case shall, in the 
contempt feature, go before a jury. The 
motion made by Ryan is to be allowed to 
go before a jury, and the plaintiffs are 
fighting the motion. 

The speeches of both Messrs. Cox and 
Spalding were strong ones and were very 
forcible. 

“My brother Spalding,” said Judge Hop- 
kins in t@ course of his argument for a 
trial by jury, “in counting on his fingers 
the days that Ryan spent in jail forgot to 
count the nights, and when he was out of 
jail he was not free from suffering, for my 
brother Spalding has been after him con- 
tinually and continuously. 

“This Ryan case is like the babbling 
brook—it goes on forever. Since Ryan has 
been in jail the world’s fair was built, in- 
numerable bankruptcies have occurred, the 
Sherman law is half repealed, epidémics 
and plagues have come and gone and 
storms have burst and passed away, but in 
the midst of all this excitement comes a 
modest little motion, ‘Please put Steve 
Ryan back in jail.’ 

“You have before you, your honor, an 
auditor’s report which shows you that there 
was an error in Judge Gober’s calculations 
to the amount of $50,000. In consequence 
he has been held -in jail wrongfully to the 


'amount of $50,000, at least.’’ 


Judge Hopkins then argued on the bond, 
and attempted to show that it was the in- 


' tention of the plaintiffs to throw Ryan in 


jail without allowing him to make any bond 
whatever. 

“I understood,” said Judge Clarke to 
Judge Hopkins, “by the decision of the su- 
preme court that I was directed to exam- 


this explanation in .order that it may be 
clear that 1 was not ignorant of the laws 
existent.” 

Judge Hopkins concluded by referring ta 


the fact that Ryan swore that he had no 


money then and still swears: that he has 
none now. 
Colonel Nat Hammond's Able Argument 


“The question as I understand it,”’ said 
Colonel N. J. Hammond in the course ¢f 
his remarks, “is: ‘How shall the laws of 
the land be administered? Judge Gober 
heard the case and sent Ryan to jail for 
contempt of court because he refused ta 
deliver a certain amount of money which 
that judge thought he had the ability to 
turn over to the court, 

‘The supreme court did not pass on the 
amount, but sustained Judge Gober. The 
second time your honor was sustained. 
You knew that you had the right to refer 
to a jury. You thought that the supreme 
court decision directed otherwise. Th 
trial of this case before a jury would be a 
farce. It would be just like taking twelve 
muddy streams in preference to one clear, 
deep brook. What term of court would be 
set aside for the special hearing of this 
case. It gould consume weeks. What 
bailiffs would be appointed to scour the 
country for the army of witnesses? Who 
can te when twelve men would agree 
upon the same amount. 

“Another thing, and that is let every- 
thing come in its turn. A man cannot be 
purged of contempt pending the trial as to 
whether or not he is in contempt. I am 
not denying your honor’s authority to place 
this case before a jury, but I am arguing 
the manifest! propriety of such a thing. 

“They say they want your honor to 
lighten your conscience about this case. 
What your honor doesn’t know about it 
already you will never know, and if you 
wait for the jury to arrive at a conclusion 
you will have forgotten all you ever knew. 

Judge Clarke reserved his judgment.

But late last night those composing the 
parties declared that the negro had not 
been found. 

Near Manchester resides one of the best 
aud most prosperous farmers of that sec- 
tion of the country, who has a daughter 
about sixteen years of age. The farmer is 
known as Cook, and his daughter is Miss 
Annie Cook, & young lady loved and ad- 
mired by al! who live in or near East 
Point, Manchester or Hapeville. Miss 
Cook is one of the most charming and 
handsome young ladies of the county, and 
has many friends in Atlanta who are 
greatly attached to her because of her 
many traits of gentleness and attractive- 
ness. 

During the afternoon yesterday she left 
ber home to visit some friends in the neigh- 
borhood, and just before dark started home. 
The distance was not great and the young 
lady, without any fear of being molested, 
moyed along the roadway happy. When 
near her home, almost in sight of the place, 
a negro man sprang from the side of the 
road and without a word of warning grap- 
pled Miss Cook. The young lady saw the 
negro as he leaped from the shrubbery be- 
side the road, but had no thought of harm 
to herself until he attempted to throw her 
to the earth. It was then that she 
screamed, but her cries had no effect upon 
the negro other than to cause him to at- 
tempt to choke her. 

Miss Cook, realizing her great danger, 

fought hard for her freedom and continued 
to call for help. The brute was strong, 
and the young lady was-about exhausted 
when the rattle of wheels came to her ears. 
Again by an almost superhuman effort she 
called out and an instant later she felt the 
grasp of the negro relax, letting her drop to 
the ground. As she fell some one ran up, 
and, though swooning as sl} was, she man- 
aged to tell the story and then sank into 
unconsciousness. It was a farmer and a 
neighbor of her father to whom she told 
quickly and somewhat incoherently what 
had transpired, and by whom she was Car- 
ried to heg home. 
_ Then the alarm was given and in a few 
minutes two or three squads of determined 
and angry men were on the search for the 
negro. 

Miss Cook gave something like a fair de- 
scription of the negro and it was pot long 
before the party of searchers secured a clue 
to a negro answering the description she 
had given. Such a negro had been seen 
hanging around East Point during the 
moruing and was seen to pass through the 
town on the railroad track shortly, after 
durk moving towards the city. 

Wher the story of the attempted out- 
rage reached East Point it aroused the feel- 
ings of all the people and it wasn’t long 
before the searching party had greatly mul- 
tiplied and every one in the party was more 
than anxious to come up with the negro. 

The searchers, after securing a good de- 
scription of the negro who had been seen 
about East Point, and who was supposed 
to be the negro who had made the assault, 
set out to hunt for him. ‘The crowd di- 
vided into three squads and each one took 
a different route chasing the negro. The 
party which came towards Atlanta secured 
information inducing them to believe that 
they were on the right track and they fol- 
lowed it into the city, but without being 
able, according to the best accounts, to find 
the negro. 

Late Jast night the three pursuing par- 
ties met at East Point and all three re- 
ported that they had not been able to find 
the negro. 

The matter was reported at police head- 
quarters, bui no description of the negro 
was given and no request was made for his 
ayrest. This induced some of the oflicers 
about headquarters to suspect. that_ the 
story had been completed near East Point 


where it had begun. ei 
“For,” said one of the officers, ‘“‘those 


people down there are able to take care of . 


themselves in everything?’ 

Miss Cook was given a most terrible 
shock, and late last pight was in a terrible 
condition. Her mind was badly affected, 
avd it is feared. by her friends that her 
reason may be dethroned by the horrible 
experience through which she passed. Al- 
though able to give only a fair description 
of the negro, she says she would know him 
if she were to fay eyes_upon him. 

The negro appears to have been a stran- 
ger in that section, and those who recall 
having seen a negro answering the descrip- 
tion meageriy given by Miss Cook do not 
know who he was. There is no clue 
to his name, and if he was not picked up 
by one of the pursuing party last night 
end lost, as some of the people in that 
section are half way inclined to think, the 


chanees against his ¢apture afe very many. - 


Indeed. there is but little reason to thin 
that he will ever be caught.

HE MAY DIE. 


A Horse Runs Away and Nearly Kilis Mr. 
J. H. Couch. 


The loud clatter of horse’s feet beating 
against the paving stones, a cloud of dust, 
a fearful-crash and a crowd is the descrip- 
tion Patrolman Ball gives of the frightful 
accident in which Mr. John H. Couch, the 
liveryman and stock trader, received his 
death injuries at 8 o’clock last night. 

Mr. Couch was riding with Mr. J. IL. 
Key, the attorney, and the two were on 
their way to Mr. Key’s office, when the 
accident occurred. They are warm friends, 
having known each other for years. 

Mr. Couch has been connected with the 
livery firm of Abbott, Parker & Co.. 
aud is well known among the stablemen of 
the city. He has two brothers here, but 
no other relatives. tie is thirty-tive years 
old, but unmarried. ; 

.Mr. Key and Mr. Couch left the livery 
stable of Abbott, Parker & Co., 
on Loyd street, just after dark last night. 
They drove out Capitol avenue and return- 
ing drove along Mitcheli street. When im- 
mediately in front of the Girl’s High school 
building on Mitchell street, driving quietly 
along, chatting pleasantly, the buggy shot 
violently forward, and the next jnstant the 
spirited bay mare they were driving began 
kicking furiously. 

The heels of the frightened animal fan- 
ned the faces of the two gentlemen, and 
it is fortunate that they were not kicked 
in the face. Finding that kicking would 
do no good, the frightened horse dashed 
off like a racer. 

Mr. Key realized the peril of the situation 
and bounded from the buggy at the jmuni- 
nent risk of his life. Luckiy he struck on 
his feet aud turning watched the flying 
buggy. 

“Never before,” said he, “have I ever 
seen a horse run like that one. She liter- 
ally flew. It was less than a fourth of a 
minute from the time I sprang from the 
buggy until poor Couch was dashed to his 
death. 

“Like a flash of lightning the horse sped 
down the hill. Just where Jsoyd crosses 
she swerved to the right as jf to go to the 
stable. Couch sat in the buggy without 
the reins. ‘The horse rushed upon the s de- 
walk. dashing the buggy against the tree 
standing on the corner. He threw out 
his hand to break the force of his fall. He 
went straight against the tree. So power- 
ful was iis impetus that his ouistretched 
bands were notbing.. His head and side 
struck the tree with a loud sound. 

“T rushed to. him as quickly as possible 
and found him bleeding and unconscious.” 

Mr. Couch was carried to a room over 
Abbott, Parker & Co's. stable, the 
same room to which Alf Cassin was car- 
ried, and in which he died, and Dr. Brenson 
summoned. Later Drs. Arm®rong and 
Tanlinson- were called in. Mr. Couch was 
bleeding profusely and it was found that 
his skull was fractured; besides he had 
sustained internal injuries.

Four Bluecoats Arraigned Before the 
Police Commissioners. 


A SUPERNUMERARY WAS DISCHARGED 


The Board Adopts a Resolution Govern- 
ing the Bids tor Winter Uni.orms. 
Bids Will Close September 12th. 


About a hundred people of every color 
and condition, who had gathered at the 
meeting of the police commissioners yester- 
day afternoon to tell what they knew about 
the charges brought against four patrolmen 
were sent away with their carefully 
thought up stories untold. 

The board had its operating machinery 
smoothly oiled and primed and things were 
rushed through so expeditiously that the 
commissioners themselves were surprised 
when it was done. Four causes, which, 
under ordinary circumstances, would oc- 
cupy a day’s time in being tried, were dis- 
posed of in less than forty minutes, 

One patrolman was dicharged from the 
force and the charges against three were 
dismissed, as the evideyce, or rather the 
lack of it, failed to sustain them. The 
first case took just three minutes, the next 
lasted about five, the third occupied about 
a quarter of an hour and the last consumed 
u tew minutes. 

‘The board met at 3 o'clock and the usual 
routine business was gone through with. 
The reports of the officers were read. Chief 
Connolly presented the following resolution, 
which was adopted: 

Resolved, That the uniforms for the police 
for the winter of 1893 be the same as for 
Isv2, made of the best quality of Middlesex 
cloth, indigo blue, made and trimmed in a 
Workmu-iike manner, Pants shall be Mid- 
diesex cloth, twenty four ounces to the yard; 
coat and vest, twentytwo ounces to the 
yard, and overcoats twenty-six ounces to the 
yard. Parties to whom the contract is 
awarded shall furnish certificate that the 
uniforms are made of the best quality of 
Middiesex cloth of the above weights. 

Kesolved further, That the chief of police 
is authorized to advertise for bids for mak- 
ing of said uniforms until the 12th day of 
September, at 12 o’clock noon. 

mids will be received at onee, as less 
than two weeks intervene before the bids 
will be opened. It is understood that the 
board will be a great deal more strict in 
giving out the contract for uniforms this 
year than last. Recently the force has 
been complaining about unsatisfactory uni- 
mistake will be remedied 
this year if possible. 

A Supernumerary Released. 

Supernumerary W. L. Haralson was 
first put on trial. The charges against him 
were sworn to by L. S. Baldwin, and were 
that Haralson had acted in q manner un- 
becoming an officer. It was charged that 
while off duty, but in uniform, he went to 
a lewd house on Wheat street and became 
engaged in a quarrel with Baldwin and 
drew his pistol. 

Haralson plead not guilty to the charges 
and stated to the board that he had been 
called to the house to arrest Baldwin, who 
was disorderly. He admitted having his 
pistol in his hand as a precaution. No 
evidence was heard in the case and Haral- 
son was discharged from the force. 

Charges Dismissed. 


Patrolman B. F. Smith was put on trial 
for shooting at Will White, a negro boy, 
and beating him with his pistol after White 
was under arrest. The charges were sworn 
to by the boy’s mother, but it was shown 
that she was not an eye witness. An array 
of witnesses were brought forward and 
sworn in the case, but it was discovered 
at the last moment that the case ‘was 
not properly made out, and was dismissed 
on a technical error. The charges speci- 
fiel the most brutal treatment on the mart 
of the officer. 

The fun of the meeting came in the next 
case, that of Josh Callaway against 
Mounted Officer Patterson. When Calla- 
way was called to prosecute his case he 
failed to put in an appearance, and it was 
stated that he was in a cell in the station 
house. An officer was sent to the cell for 
the prosecutor and he came in to court. 

It Was Not so Funny. 


Callaway accused Patterson 
inhuman treatment. He said 
Patterson’s horse just to be funny and 
Patterson jumped down, threw him vio- 
lently to the ground, kicked and beat. him 
and finally sent him to the police station, 
where he was refused the right to summon 
Witnesses to defend himself. He was 
rushed into court, fined and sent to the 
stockade in a_ sadly disabled condition, 
where he lay for four or five days, black 
and blue from kicks and blows and utterly 
unable to work. He had the superintend- 
ent of the stockade and one or two former 
inmates of the stockade to testify as to 
his wounds. 

Recorder CaTioun was brought out and 
stated that Callaway was before bim very 
often. CaWaway pounced upon his witness 
and got revenge for many previous trials 
by propounding many questions. The judge 
told Callaway that he had the reputation 
of being a pretty hard case. 

“Only this afternoon I had to send you 
to the stockade because you had been mis- 
treating your wife,” said the judge. 

“Yes,” said Josh, “but vou must remem- 
ber Sampson was shorn of his strength by 
a woman.” Callaway’s own witnesses 
cleared Patterson, and the case was dis- 
missed without hearing a single witness 
for the defense. 

The case of G. W. Wimberly against 
Sergeant Ozburn was postponed until a 
later meeting. os
